Hospital  The  Parade,  Cardiff.  Tn-patients  are  treated  at 
Rhydlafar  Hospital. 


(c)  Infectious  Cases. 

Cases  are  usually  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Cefn 
Hirgoed,  near  Bridgend,  but  under  the  regionalisation  of  hospitals, 
patients  are  occasionally  admitted  to  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals 
in  other  localities,  e.g.,  Landsdowne  Hospital,  Cardiff. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Area  Ambulance  Services  are  administered  from  the 
Ambulance  Control  Centre,  Hawthorn,  Pontypridd,  the  telephone 
number  of  which  is  Pontypridd  3486. 

In  addition  to  the  vehicles  at  the  Ambulance  Control  Station, 
one  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Fire 
Station,  Cowbridge,  and  another  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station, 
Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major. 
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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  more  thickly  populated  parts  of  the  District  are  to  th^ 
north,  including  the  small  townships  of  Llanharan,  Brynna  and 
Llanharry,  and  in  the  south  Llantwit  Major  (including  Boverton) 
and  St.  Athan. 

Full  employment  is  available  throughout  the  area.  The  resi- 
dents in  the  north  find  employment  in  coal  mines  by-product  plant, 
milk  factory  and  small  industries  sited  in  the  area  at  Tylagarw. 
Others  are  engaged  in  Factories  outside  the  rural  district. 

Workers  in  the  south  find  employment  at  the  large  Royal  Air 
Forces  Station  at  St.  Athan  and  the  two  Power  Stations  at  The 
Leys. 

House  refuse  collection  is  available  to  99%  of  the  houses  in 
the  area.  Council  refuse  bins  are  available  throughout  the  area. 
97%  have  mains  water  and  74.8%  are  connected  to  the  Public 
Sewer.  A cess-pool  emptying  service  is  available  to  those  not  on 
the  public  sewer.  Electricity  is  now  extended  to  all  but  the  most 
isolated  houses. 
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CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  following  schedule  shows  the  total  incidents  of  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  parishes  of  the  area  for  1965. 

Measles. 

This  was  a year  of  average  incidence. 

Dysentery. 

The  three  cases  reported  were  young  children  in  related  families 
who  had  been  in  close  contact.  Shigella  type  was  isolated.  The 
illness  was  of  short  duration.  The  original  source  of  infection 
was  not  determined. 

Salmonella  typhimurium. 

This  was  a male  of  64  years  of  age  who  was  admitted  to  hospital 
for  treatment.  Due  to  a delay  in  the  diagnosis  none  of  the  foods 
consumed  prior  to  onset  were  available  for  examination.  Recovery 
was  fairly  rapid  when  treatment  was  commenced.

During  the  year  the  names  of  10  persons  were  added  to  the 
Register  of  Tuberculosis  cases.  Of  these,  9 originated  in  the 
Council’s  district.  There  was  1 inward  transfer  to  this  area. 

We  were  informed  that  13  names  could  be  removed  from  the 
Register,  9 because  they  had  recovered  and  3 because  they  had 
moved  out  of  the  area.  There  was  one  death  from  cause  other 
than  tuberculosis. 

The  living  conditions  of  all  cases  are  kept  in  mind  and  from 
time  to  time  reports  are  made  to  the  Health  Committee  when  any 
case  is  thought  to  be  in  need  of  special  consideration,  particularly 
as  regards  housing  conditions. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  some  years  now,  to  attend  to  the 
disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  for  persons  who  are  removed 
to  hospitals  or  wherever  it  is  considered  desirable.  Arrangements 
for  this  to  be  done  were  made  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department 
and  Chest  Physicians,  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  all  matters  relating  to  Tuberculosis  and  environmental  conditions.

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Swimming  Baths. 

The  general  public  are  admitted  to  the  swimming  pool  at  the 
Atlantic  College,  St.  Donat’s,  during  certain  periods  of  the  year, 
and  by  arrangement  with  the  College  authorities  samples  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  chlorine  content  during 
the  month  of  August.  Six  such  samples  were  taken  and  the  water 
was  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically  satisfactory. 

The  two  remaining  swimming  baths  are  at  holiday  camps  in  the 
area,  in  the  one  instance  a modern  treatment  plant  is  provided, 
and  in  the  other  case  sea  water  is  pumped  in  from  the  adjoining 
beach. 

Water  Samples. 

The  statutory  water  undertakers  for  the  area  are  the  Mid-Glam- 
organ Water  Board  whose  progressive  policy  over  the  years  has 
resulted  in  97.7  % of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  area  being  connected 
to  a main’s  supply.  Progress  had  been  made  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  to  extend  the  main  to  serve  twelve  houses  at  Seymour 
Avenue,  Llanharan. 

There  are  still  some  isolated  pockets  of  houses  not  connected 
to  the  public  mains,  these  are  chiefly  isolated  farms  and  houses, 
but  at  Stallingdown,  Cowbridge,  there  are  two  cafes  without  a 
public  water  supply  and  a third  cafe  with  a very  indifferent  water 
pressure.  In  addition  there  are  several  houses  in  this  locality 
in  need  of  a public  supply. 

During  the  year  the  District  Council,  by  arrangement  with  users 
of  the  Llantwit  Major  beach,  etc.,  extended  a supply  to  serve  the 
Colhugh  Caravan  Site,  public  conveniences  and  two  cafes.

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HOUSING. 


Slum  Clearance. 

Circular  11/65  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment asked  for  a final  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  considered 
to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  A figure  of  36  was  given  to  the 
Ministry.  This  number  is  made  up  of  the  1 1 houses  at  Tynybryn, 
Tylagarw,  some  scattered  unfit  houses  in  the  north  and  central 
areas  and  a number  of  houses  in  the  rural  villages  and  Boverton 
in  the  South.  It  is  thought  that  many  of  the  problems  in  the  South 
will  be  solved  with  the  construction  of  the  Llanmaes  Road  houses.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Refuse  collection,  cesspool  emptying  and  the  caretakers  of  the 
Public  Conveniences  are  under  the  control  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  inspector. 


(a)  Refuse  Collection. 

In  addition  to  refuse  collections  from  the  whole  of  the  rural  area 
the  Council  undertake  refuse  collections  from  the  Royal  Air  Force 
Station,  St.  Athan  and  the  Cowbridge  Borough  Council. 

A weekly  kerbside  collection  takes  place  throughout  the  Southern 
area  with  twice  weekly  collections  from  business  premises.  The 
coal  mining  areas  of  the  North  have  a twice  weekly  collection. 

Trade  refuse  from  the  R.A.F.  Camp  is  collected  for  which  the 
Royal  Air  Force  pays  £1,580  per  annum. 


{b)  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  Council  own  a site  of  some  13|  acres  in  Llanharan  and 
refuse  disposal  for  the  whole  area  is  concentrated  here.  A Fiat 
bulldozer  is  used  for  levelling  and  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out. 
A garage  for  the  bulldozer  and  a mains  supply  of  water  for  lorry 
washing  was  provided  on  the  site  during  the  year. 


(c)  Cesspool  Emptying. 

The  demand  for  this  service  has  increased,  as  indicated  in  the 
table.  The  limited  disposal  points  for  the  contents  of  the  emptiers 
and  the  long  hauls  add  considerably  to  the  cost  of  this  service. 

{d)  Central  Garage. 

All  the  vehicles,  except  the  bulldozer,  are  garaged  in  the  Council’s 
garage  at  Cowbridge.  Provision  is  also  available  here  for  the 
storage  of  large  stocks  of  refuse  bins,  etc.  and  storage  for  petrol 
and  diesel  oils  is  provided.  A chargehand  fitter  is  enaged  on  the 
maintenance  of  the  Cleansing  Vehicles. 


(e)  Safe  Driving  Awards. 

The  Council  enter  their  cleansing  drivers  for  the  National  Safe 
Driving  Awards  during  1965.  Two  drivers  qualified  for  the  5-year 
medal  and  cheque  for  £5,  and  one  the  two  year  certificate  and  cheque 
for  £2.

Refuse  Bins. 

The  Council  commenced  a bin  scheme  from  the  1st  April,  1964 
under  which  each  separately  rated  property  in  the  area  is  supplied 
with  a Council  refuse  bin  the  charge  to  be  made  on  the  general 
rate  fund. 

The  above  scheme  replaced  the  bin  hire  and  selling  scheme 
which  had  operated  since  1950  and  under  which  2,824  bins  have 
been  supplied  by  the  Council.  The  fact  that  a considerable  number 
of  premises  in  the  area  (including  all  the  Council  houses)  already 
have  properly  constructed  bins  made  the  introduction  of  the  new 
scheme  much  easier  than  it  would  otherwise  have  been.  The 
number  of  bins  supplied  during  the  year  is  set  out  as  follows: —

Scavenging  of  Streets  and  Highways. 

The  Glamorgan  County  Council  uses  a mechanical  Road 
Sweeper  and  manual  labour  for  the  cleansing  of  streets  for  the 
area. 

The  streets  on  Council  housing  estates  not  yet  taken  over  by 
the  County  Council  are  cleansed  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department  of 
the  District  Council. 

A part-time  labourer  is  employed  by  the  Council  for  sweeping 
of  streets  in  the  centre  of  Llantwit  Major  on  Sundays.

All  conveniences  are  maintained  by  part-time  caretakers  with 
the  exception  of  the  Llantwit  Major  Beach  where  a female  care- 
taker is  employed  at  week-ends  and  on  two  half  days  each  week 
between  Easter  and  Whitsun,  and  full  time  for  the  remainder  of 
the  summer  period. 

Considerable  damage  is  carried  out  each  year  to  the  public 
conveniences,  particularly  to  the  coin  locks,  and  several  cases  were 
reported  to  the  police. 


Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  1964. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1965.  It  requires  all 
local  authorities  to  keep  a register  of  persons  carrying  on  business 
as  scrap  metal  dealers  in  the  area.  Registrations  remain  effective 
for  three  years  and  local  authorities  cannot  refuse  registration. 
The  Police  are  responsible  for  enforcing  the  provisions  relating 
to  the  checking  of  dealer’s  records.  Three  registrations  were  made 
by  the  Council  during  the  year. 
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Disposal  of  Old  Motor  Vehicles. 

The  disposal  of  old  motor  vehicles  was  reported  on  fully  to  the 
Health  Committee  in  March  following  the  receipt  of  a circular 
from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  (4/65).  After 
dealing  with  the  problem  and  obligations  of  the  owner  of  the 
vehicle  and  the  local  authorities  position  it  was  decided  to  approach 
a large  scrap  iron  dealer  at  Bridgend  who  undertook  to  deal  with 
any  cars  brought  to  his  depot.  This  arrangement  was  notified 
to  all  garage  proprietors  in  the  area.  Later  in  the  year  a car  dis- 
mantling firm  set  up  business  at  Llandow  Airport  and  they  have 
been  most  co-operative  in  dealing  with  old  vehicles.  The  Council 
removed  a car  found  abandoned  on  the  A 48  highway  at  Crack 
Hill. 


Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960.

Remarks. 

Many  inspections  were  made  of  the  caravan  sites  during  the 
year,  particularly  the  residential  sites.  Residential  sites  are  pro- 
vided with  the  necessary  amenities  but  many  of  the  facilities  pro- 
vided were  not  properly  maintained. 

Gipsies. 

In  March  1965  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
gave  directions  for  a survey  of  Gipsy  families  in  England  and  Wales 
with  a view  to  providing  sites  where  such  families  could  find 
refuge.  At  the  present  time  gipsy  families  seem  to  be  ‘hounded’ 
by  public  health  officers  wherever  they  park  their  caravans  and  the 
possibility  of  some  permanent  site  for  these  people  is  welcomed.

The  disposal  works  at  Brynna,  which  had  been  causing  difficulty 
for  some  years,  was  closed  and  the  sewer  diverted  to  the  Llanilid 
Works. 

New  sludge  drying  beds  were  provided  at  the  Ynysmardy  Works.

As  a result  of  informal  action  the  management 
ceased  to  work  a night  shift. 

(b)  Corn  Driers.  Complaints  of  excessive  noise  from  a corn 
drier  at  Boverton  could  not  be  substantiated  and  no  further  action 
was  necessary.  No  complaints  were  received  regarding  a corn 
drier  in  Llantwit  Major  which  had  been  the  subject  of  noise  com- 
plaint in  earlier  years. 

(c)  Cattle  Grid.  Complaints  of  noise  from  a cattle  grid  near 
private  houses  at  Tylagarw  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with.

Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  and  the  premises  comply  with 
the  Cinematograph  Act  and  Regulations.

(cr)  Surface  Properties. 

A full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  and  he  is  supplied  with 
a Council  Van  for  his  duties.
